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PREFACE. 


rjlHE Collection of Reports from Committees of the House of 
Commons, now comprised into Fifteen Volumes, was l)eguii 
in 1773 , by collecting into four volumes such Reports as had been 
printed in a detached shape, but were not inserted in the Journals 
of the House*. The selection of Reports, in continuation of 
these four volumes, and constituting the bulk of this Collection, 
was made in 1803, under the direction of a Committee of the 
House, appointed to take that subject into consideration, together 
with the state of the printed Journals. 

In their Report, the Committee have fully stated the Arrangement 
of this selection; and their observations, while they show the object 
in view in forming it, at the same time characterize th(‘ nature of 
these volumes. 

The value and importance,” say the Committee, “ of the Ro- 
“ ports contained in the four printed volumes, as well as of those 
specified in the above Arrangement^, is very generally known and 
‘‘ admitted; but the benefit to he derived from them will he greatly 
enhanced, if directions shall be given for preparing and printing 
“ with them a well-digested Index of the whole

Ill forming this General Index it has been endeavoured to bring 
the subjects of these Volumes before the view of the Reader in 
a perspicuous order, leaving the detail of particulars to be dwelt 
upon at option, rather than rendering the study of such particulars 
necessary to a previous comprehension of the whole. 

Contemplating this object, it appear^^ not likfily tq be obtained 
by a general or promiscuous alphabetical arrangemept ; for iiy that 
method, all relative connection of the subjects, and chropologic^l 
dependance, would be lost, and a mass of undigested piatter would 
forbiddingly present itself to the mind. It is hoped these incon- 
veniences are avoided by the plan adopted. 

An alphabetical series of Principal Heads has been formed, 
which indicate, generally, the character and leading features of every 
Report. Under these heads, the subject matter, and various par- 
ticulars detailed in each Report, are arranged ip the order of 
an Index; and where such arrangement could not be adopted, 
either from the entire nature of the subject, or its brevity^ the 
substance has been digested under such divisional heads as seemed 
best calculated to express the contents. Under each, principal 
head, a brief Analysis is inserted, giving at one view the leading 
subjects to be found under that head ; and wherever the same :^ub- 
ject has been treated of in other Reports, references have been 
introduced, either to the principal or subdivisional heads. 

In order that the mind might he more readily led to the know- 
ledge of the contents of each Report, or subject of each Index, in 
most cases a short Digest has been made, and introduced imme- 
diately after the main head. The Dates, likewise, have been 
carefully inserted, as many facts derive much of their importance 
from their chronological relation ; which, if omitted, the inquirer 
would often be needlessly sent in search of what would be 
inapplicable to his views, from the irrelevancy of the period.

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With the hope of unfolding, succinctly, yet perspicuously, the 
important contents of the Reports of the House of Commons, it 
has been attempted to compile an Analytical Table of their 
subjects. Nineteen Heads have been selected, comprising all the 
matters which, in these Reports, have come under the investigation 
of Committees of the House*. Under these heads, the particular 
contents of each arc specified, and references made to those parts 
of the Index where the subject is more fully detailed. Which 
heads are as follow :

The plan observed in forming the selection of the early volumes, 
and which it was thought proper, in some measure, to follow in 
making the continuation, excluded many Reports because they had 
already been printed in the Journals. These, in some instances, 
form part of a series, and arc, in many cases, of the same, or of a 
kindred nature to those admitted into the selection. At the period 
when the first four volumes were ordered to he printed (a. d. 177 ^) 
the other Rcjiorts existing in the Journals were few, and so 
generally known as to he easily found by the intpiircr: hut the 
insertion of any particular Report in the Journals cannot now be so 
readily ascertained, so that it has been deemed expedient to reprint 
several of the Reports already printed in some of the Journal 
volumes, thereby making this collection more coinplele, aijd ren- 
dering unnecessary the labour of further research. Few indeed 
would think of searching at all beyond a collection of fifteen volumes, 
for what those volumes might be .siippo.sed to comprise. 


To obviate this inconvenience, the compiler has prefixed to this 
General Index, A List of such Reports as are printed in the 

Journals, 


* It may be here observed, that tliere are other Reports, not made by Committees, which do not 
form any part of this collection. These are, Reports laid before Parliament from Commisvoners, appointed 
either m pursuance of Acts of Pailiament, or immediately by the Crown. By lapse of time some have 
lost much of their interest, but others remain permanently useful. Of these, the Reports on the f.and 
Itevmw4)f the Crown, and from the Coramissionera on Woods and Forests, stand conspicuous; affording a 
fund of information relative to C'rown Projierty, as well as to the interests of the Subject, and con- 
siderable knowledge respecting the nature of the Forests in this country, and the growth of Timber- 
trees for the use of the Royal Navy.

In the Important subjects of the 
Public Records, the knowledge of the Rev. Mr. Horne, late of the 
Chapter-house, Westminster, has been called in aid; and the careful 
industry of Mr. Millard, of the Surrey Institution, has left few things 
connected with the useful Arts and Manufactures unattended to. 
Indeed, it has been the aim of the Compilers not to omit any thing 
that might become the object of research, and which might lead to 
acquaintance with any of the subjects contained in this Collection 
of the Reports of the House of Commons.
